FIFTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Committee  is  confident  that  it  will  readily  be  recog¬ 
nised  that  tiie  Ministry  of  Health  White  Paper  on  a  National 
Health  Service  has  been  the  subject  of  their  careful  con¬ 
sideration,  and  that  it  is  still  receiving  their  close  attention. 

The  Hospital  has  adopted  the  recommendations  of  the 
Hetherington  Report  for  the  stabilising  of  wages  of  domestic 
\v  orkers. 

From  May  1st  the  Hospital  again  came  under  the 
Emergency  Medical  Service,  and  for  a  period  only  acute 
emergency  cases  wrere  allowed  to  be  admitted. 

General  Committee. — The  following  members  retire  by 
rotation  and  are  eligible  for  re-election  : — Mr.  Geoffrey 
Marchand,  M.A.,  Sir  F.  Vernon  Thomson,  Bt.,  K.B.E.,  and 
Mr.  A.  Herbert  Burns. 

Jesus  Hospital  Charity. — A  most  generous  grant  of 
£1,500  has  this  year  been  made  to  the  Hospital,  which  has 
much  reduced  the  overdraft  at  the  bank.  The  Committee 
expresses  hearty  thanks  to  the  Visitors  of  the  Charity. 

Ladies’  Linen  League. — The  fly-bomb  attacks  prevented 
a  show  of  linen  being  held,  but  did  not  prevent  articles  to 
the  value  of  £155  being  presenfed  to  the  Hospital  by  the 
League,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  Hospital  mending  is  still 
carried  on  by  the  faithful  working  parties.  It  is  recorded 
with  pleasure  that  Mrs.  Abbott  has  agreed  to  become 
Chairman  of  the  League. 

Patients’  League. — The  usual  Patients’  League  party 
could  not  be  held  owing  to  enemy  air  activities,  but  the 
membership  is  still  up.  The  Matron  of  the  Hospital  is  hoping 
that,  at  the  tenth  anniversary,  in  1945,  of  her  becoming  Hon.  > 
Secretary,  a  total  of  £1,000,  collected  during  her  ten  years  of 
office,  will  be  reached. 

House  Committee. — This  Committee  continues  its 
valuable  work  under  difficult  circumstances. 

Hon.  Medical  Staff. — The  Committee  expresses  its 
warmest  thanks  to  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  for  the  continua¬ 
tion  of  their  valued  services.

MEDICAL  REPORT 

Twentieth  Year  of  the  Hospital  in  Wood  Street 

Owing  to  restriction  of  admissions,  enforced  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  during  the  flying-bomb  attacks,  and  also 
owing  to  beds  being  closed  through  the  illness  and  shortage 
of  the  staff,  the  numbers  of  admissions  decreased  in  1944. 

In  spite  of  these  facts  the  Hospital  has  retained  its  high 
standard  of  efficiency.  The  number  of  admissions  was  677. 
Out-patient  attendances  numbered  7,957,  including  725  X-ray 
examinations,  1,516  ultra-violet-light  treatments,  and  2,538 
massage  and  electrical  treatments. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Matron 
and  all  her  staff,  who  have  carried  on  so  magnificently  in  very 
difficult  times. 

To  Mr.  Puzey  we  tender  our  cordial  thanks  for  his  never- 
failing  energy  expended  in  the  interests  of  the  Hospital  and 
the  patients. 

We  look  forward  to  the  return  of  Mr.  Muir  and  Drs.
